Naxos  was  the  oldest  Greek  colony  on  the  island  of  Sicily.  It  was  located  on  the  east  coast  of  the  island,  dose  to  modem  Taormina.  In  404  BC, 
the  city  was  razed  by  the  tyrant  Oonysios  of  Syracuse,  so  her  coinage  was  quite  limited.  In  fact,  for  this  type,  we  know  of  only  one  obverse 
die  being  paired  with  five  different  reverse  dies.  Our  com  rs  one  of  the  very  finest  specimens  known,  struck  upon  an  unusually  large  flan.  The 
two  casting  spurs  are  prominent;  each  flan  was  first  cast,  adjusted  for  proper  weight,  then  struck  between  hardened  dies.  The  strength  of 
strike  was  considerable,  making  every  lock  of  hair  dearly  defined.

Amongst  the  most  famous  of  all  ancient  Greek  coins,  the  decadrachms  of  Syracuse  were  struck  to  finance  the  military  ambitions  of  the  tyrant, 
Dionysios  I,  who  made  Syracuse  the  most  powerful  of  the  western  Greek  city-states.  Two  master  artists,  Kimon  and  Euainetos,  worked  at  the 
mint,  and  both  sometimes  signed  their  dies.  Their  styles  are  sufficiently  distinct,  however,  that  even  on  unsigned  dies  the  hand  of  the 
engraver  is  readily  apparent,  as  is  the  case  with  this  coin  by  the  artist  Euainetos.  Euainetos's  coins  were  especially  regarded  in  ancient  times 
even  as  they  are  today,  and  served  as  inspiration  for  the  coinage  of  a  number  of  other  cities  throughout  the  Greek  world.

This  lovely  Carthaginian  tetradrachm  was  struck  beginning  in  about  350/40  BC.  thus  more  or  less  concurrent  with  the  beginnings  of  the  regu¬ 
lar  Carthaginian  gold  staters.  The  marked  increase  m  Punic  coinage  at  this  time,  coming  after  a  hiatus  of  50  or  60  years,  met  the  needs  of  the 
Carthaginian  state  to  pay  for  military  operations  on  the  island.  This  was  specially  the  case  after  344  BC  when  the  Syracusans  invited  Timoleon 
of  Con  nth  to  become  their  leader  Timoleon  nd  Syracuse  of  the  troublesome  Dwnysios  as  well  as  his  nemesis,  Hiketas  I,  the  tyrant  of  Leontmi, 
and  then  re-founded  the  city  and  established  a  democracy  All  of  this  lead  to  a  penod  of  Greek  revival  on  the  island,  which  of  course  led  to 
open  conflict  with  Carthage.

This  tetradrachm  is  part  of  a  discrete  issue  that  clandestinely  bears  the  name  N1KOK  \EOYL  on  the  obverse.  As  the  name  is  found  on  seven 
different  dies  of  varying  style,  it  cannot  be  the  name  of  the  artist.  Thus,  the  inescapable  conclusion  is  that  it  is  the  name  of  the  king  of 
Paphos,  Nikokies.  Nikokles  is  known  to  have  subsequently  struck  tetrad rachms  in  his  own  name,  so  exactly  why  he  was  so  careful  to  hide  his 
name  on  these  coins  is  not  known.  According  to  Pnce,  the  issue  was  probably  struck  at  the  time  he  was  allied  with  Ptolemy  1  in  his  war 
against  the  Cypriot  cities  of  Kit  ion  and  Marion  Later,  ca  310/9  BC  after  Ptolemy  had  gamed  control  of  the  entire  island,  Nikokles  mtngued 
with  Antigonos  Monopthalmos.  but  Ptolemy  sent  a  force  agamst  him  under  Argaios  and  Kallikrates.  The  generals  surrounded  the  palace  and 
ordered  Nikokles  to  commit  suicide,  which  he  did  along  with  the  rest  of  his  family  including  his  wife,  daughters  and  two  brothers.

Before  ruling  m  the  mountainous  interior  of  Anatolia.  Tigranes  II  spent  many  years  as  a  hostage  in  the  court  of  Mithradates  II  of  Parthia. 
When  he  was  40,  Tigranes  I  died  and  Tigranes  II  was  able  to  purchase  his  freedom  by  ceding  to  Parthia  a  large  part  of  Media  Atropatene. 
Once  on  the  throne  he  quickly  subdued  the  local  barons  of  Armenia,  who  hitherto  had  paid  only  nominal  submission  to  the  king,  thus  central¬ 
izing  his  rule  with  a  tight  grip.  He  then  went  on  to  invade  his  neighbors,  expanding  his  kingdom  in  all  directions  at  their  expense. 

During  the  First  Mithradatic  War  between  Mithradates  VI  of  Pontos  and  Rome,  Tigranes  was  careful  to  maintain  the  appearance  of  neutrality 
all  the  while  secretly  supporting  Mithradates.  Subsequently,  however,  he  allied  with  Pontos  overtly,  marrying  Mithradates' daughter,  Cleopatra, 
and  sheltering  Mithradates  when  he  had  been  defeated  by  Rome.  This,  of  course,  brought  Armenia  into  direct  conflict  with  Rome,  and  in  two 
engagements  with  Lucullus,  the  Roman  consul  in  charge  of  pursuing  the  war  against  Mithradates,  Tigranes  was  soundly  defeated.  Lucullus, 
however,  was  not  successful  m  capturing  either  Mithradates  or  Tigranes,  and  so  after  years  of  conducting  an  inconclusive  war  he  was  recalled 
to  Rome  and  replaced  by  Pompey  the  Great.  Pompey  was  much  more  effective.  He  quickly  brought  Tigranes  to  heal,  forcing  him  to  give  up 
the  terntones  he  had  conquered  dunng  his  long  reign  in  return  for  allowing  him  to  remain  on  his  throne.

A  very  rare  coin  that  is  seldom  offered,  and  much  superior  to  the  Houghton  specimen  with  which  it  shares  its  dies. 

This  portrait  was  imitated  in  Phrygia  (cf.  SC  1002),  and  according  to  Houghton  and  Lorber  both  the  original  coins  and  the  imitations  are  found 
overstruck.  Newell  was  able  to  show  that  one  of  the  imitations  was  overstruck  on  a  tetradrachm  of  Antiochos  III  from  Susa  that  is  datable  to 
the  period  before  Antiochos'expedition  to  the  Upper  Satrapies.  The  eagle  symbol  found  on  the  reverse  of  this  tetradrachm  was  the  civic  badge 
of  Kyme  in  Aiolis  (cf.  SNG  Copenhagen  31),  which  formerly  had  been  a  Seleukid  possession  and  may  have  been  recovered  by  Antiochos  III  in 
the  campaign  of  197  BC.

Alexander  I  Balas  was  a  pretender  to  the  Seleukid  throne  who  with  Ptolemaic  support  replaced  the  hated  Demetnos  I.  He  was  an  uninspired  rule 
however,  leaving  the  tasks  of  government  to  his  ministers  while  he  lived  frivolously.  As  a  result,  the  kingdom  suffered  extensive  territonal  losses  t 
both  the  Parthians  and  Elymaians. 

In  146  BC,  the  son  of  Demetrios  I,  Demetnos  II,  advanced  into  Cilicia  at  the  head  of  a  large  army  of  Cretan  mercenaries  with  the  intent  of  ove 
throwing  the  pretender.  Ptolemy  VI  marched  north  through  Koile-Syria  in  support  of  Alexander,  but  in  Ptolemais  the  latter  attempted  to  have  hii 
aS^fSS  rffte<1,  he  (.hen  swrtche<*  his  to  Demetrios  U.  Ptolemaic  agents  in  Antioch  instigated  the  citizenry  to  rise  up  against  Alexande 

and  he  fled  the  city.  Within  a  short  time  Ptolemy  arrived  in  the  capital  city,  where  he  was  offered  but  refused  the  diadem,  convincing  the  reluctai 
ntiochenes  to  accept  Demetrios  II  as  king.  This  rare  com  was  struck  dunng  this  tumultuous  penod  following  Alexander's  withdrawal  from  the  cil 
but  before  the  arrival  of  Ptolemy.

The  cistophorus,  or  cistophoric  tetradrachm,  comes  from 
the  Greek  model  of  the  2nd  century  BC.

Eventually 
they  had  7  children.  She  died  in  1644  and  he  later  married 
Mariana  of  Austria  who  bore  him  5  children.  Philip  was  a 
studious  man  who  took  the  business  of  ruling  a  vast  empire 
seriously.  At  first  he  had  a  reforming  zeal,  but  later  this  left 
him.  It  was  said  that  Philip  was  so  impassive  in  public  that 
he  'resembled  a  statue, 'and  one  observer  remarked  that  he 
'had  laughed  only  3  times  in  his  life.'But  he  was  a  patron  of 
the  arts  and  artists  (especially  Diego  Velazquez)  and  a  reli¬ 
gious  man  deeply  concerned  with  the  preservation  of 
Spain's  dominions.  Eventually,  the  strains  of  The  Thirty 
Years  War  weighed  heavily  on  him,  and  historians  disagree 
strongly  over  his  strengths  and  weaknesses.

•  This  specimen  was  produced  in  the  1628-1629  period,  a 
time  of  turmoil  in  England.  Writs  were  issued  in  March  1618 
requinng  every  county  in  England  (not  just  seaport  towns) 
to  pay  the  despised  ship  tax.  Later  in  the  same  month  Oli¬ 
ver  Cromwell  made  his  first  appearance  in  the  English  Par¬ 
liament  as  the  new  Member  for  Huntingdon. 

In  June  1628  the  King  reconvened  Parliament  and  accepted 
the  Petition  of  Rights  as  a  concession  so  that  he  could  gam 
the  subsidies  he  required  to  finance  his  foreign  wars.  The 
document,  nearly  as  important  as  the  Magna  Carta,  laid 
down  basic  rights  for  the  citizen  and  restricted  the  powers 
of  the  monarch.  Sadly,  Charles  later  rejected  the  document. 

In  August  1628,  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  (a  court  favourite 
of  King  Charles  and  his  father  James  I)  was  assassinated  in 
the  Greyhound  tavern  in  Portsmouth  by  a  disaffected  army 
officer,  John  Felton.  In  March  1629  England  granted  a  royal 
charter  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  Also  in  March  that 
year,  the  King  dissolved  Parliament  and  only  recalled  it  11 
years  later,  thus  setting  in  motion  the  events  which  led  to 
the  English  Civil  War,  and  his  death  in  1649!

*  Alexander  I  (ruler  of  Russia  1801-1825)  was  the  son  of 
Paul  I.  On  his  accession  he  was  young  energetic  and  popu¬ 
lar,  and  the  first  half  of  his  reign  was  marked  by  liberal  poli¬ 
cies.  Youthful  idealism  was  the  order  of  the  day,  and  the 
reformer  Michael  Speransky  became  a  close  adviser  to  the 
new  Czar.  By  1812,  however,  grave  problems  in  Europe 
began  to  weigh  and  Speransky  was  ousted  by  his  rivals  who 
believed  his  reforms  were  too  ambitious.  Eventually,  Alex¬ 
ander  turned  his  energies  towards  the  defeat  of  Napoleon, 
and  despite  his  successes,  the  affairs  of  state  seemed  to 
take  their  toll.  Alexander  remains  one  of  Russia's  most 
interesting  and  complex  rulers,  and  his  last  days  are 
shrouded  in  mystery.  Late  in  1825  he  travelled  to  Southern 
Russia  where  he  contracted  typhoid  and  died.  His  sudden 
death  sparked  rumors  that  he  had  renounced  the  throne 
and  fled!  The  British  ambassador  vowed  that  he  had 
'seen'Alexander  boarding  a  ship,  although  some  say  that  he 
became  a  monk.  In  1925  the  Soviets  opened  his  tomb  and 
it  was  empty!

China  was  the  first  country  that  formed  an  efficient  central  government  over  a  multi-state  continent  with  one  national  law,  one  monetary  syM 
tem,  one  military  policy,  and  one  governor  nominating  examination  designed  by  the  court  of  the  ruler  in  human  history.  Therefore,  scholars! 
have  been  studying  the  earty  financial  system  and  governmental  credit  effects  of  Imperial  China  for  centuries.  A  fascinating  phenomenon  that 
attracted  most  attention  would  be  that  China  was  able  to  use  paper  money  to  replace  metal  coinage  in  medieval  and  earty  Renaissance  times, 
when  money  exchanging  was  still  such  a  b*g  problem  even  between  towns  only  couple  miles  away  from  each  other  in  Europe.  And  this  great 
note  we  re  offering  here  presents  this  part  of  history. 

On  the  obverse,  the  denomination  was  shown  in  the  middle,  which  is  1  Kuan,  equals  to  1,000  Chinese  copper  1  cash  coins  back  then.  In  the 
right  and  left  column,  the  Chinese  characters  were  written  in  a  special  style  called  "Zuan  Shu",  saying  "The  currency  of  the  Great  Ming  Empire 
could  be  circulated  all  through  the  country".  On  the  bottom,  an  announcement  showing  that  this  note  has  the  equivalent  value  of  copper  coin-! 
age  (silver  coinage  was  still  not  common  at  that  period  of  time  in  Ming  Dynasty),  any  forging  attempts  would  be  sentenced  to  execution,  and 
the  reporter  would  be  rewarded  250  Tael  silver  and  a  part  of  the  counterfeiter's  property.  Around  the  inscription,  the  note  was  beautifully  dec¬ 
orated  with  dragon,  passionflower,  and  cloud  patterns.  Two  vermilion  seals  were  stamped  by  the  government  to  certify  the  authenticity.  On 
the  reverse,  there  s  a  smaller  denomination  shown  on  the  bottom  together  with  another  vermilion  seal  on  the  top. 

The  Mmg  notes  are  much  rarer  than  Qing  notes,  due  to  the  inflation  and  later  wars,  and  not  many  hoards  were  found.  According  to  the  con¬ 
signor,  the  first  hoard  of  Ming  notes  was  found  dunng  the  1900's,  right  after  the  war  against  the  Boxers,  while  the  second  hoard  which  con¬ 
tains  this  one  was  found  during  the  1930  s  in  an  old  temple  in  Beijing.  A  Norwegian  missionary  hand  selected  this  note  as  the  best  one  from 
that  hoard,  and  after  his  death,  this  note  was  passed  through  a  British  dealer  and  later  verified  by  the  British  Museum. 

This  note  has  the  best  overall  condition  among  all  the  pieces  the  cataloger  have  ever  seen,  and  the  unheard  of  AU-53  grade  proved  this  real¬ 
ity.

Due  to  frequent  wars  and  rebellions,  together  with  even  more 
frequent  flood  along  Yellow  River,  Qing  government  could  not 
find  enough  silver  for  circulation  and  for  payments  to  expenses. 
As  a  solution,  they  introduced  the  Da  Qing  Bao  Chao  senes  in 
Year  7  (1853).  However,  due  to  the  terrible  economic  condition 
and  limited  confidence  to  the  governmental  financial  plan,  the 
new  paper  money  was  rejected  by  a  lot  of  people  at  the  very 
beginning.  In  Year  9  (1859),  the  government  found  no  one 
would  accept  the  paper  money,  then  they  stopped  this  project 
at  that  year.

The  decade  from  1927  to  1937  was  called  the  "Golden  10 
Years"  of  the  Republic  of  China.  The  wars  and  civil  conflicts 
since  1840  stopped  temporarily  in  these  10  years.  China  got  a 
chance  to  rebuild  the  domestic  economy  and  modernize  the 
industrial  structure.  During  this  period  of  time,  Shanghai 
emerged  to  be  the  new  financial  center  of  Far  East.  Due  to  the 
recovery  of  the  domestic  economy,  the  confidence  of  investors 
came  back,  and  bonds  and  other  financial  products  issued  by 
the  government  or  other  financial  institutions  started  to  become 
popular. 

The  3  bonds  offered  here  were  issued  at  the  beginning  of  this 
great  recovery,  with  the  signature  of  the  famous  finance  minis¬ 
ter  T.  V.  Soong  (also  known  as  Song  Ziwen  or  Paul  Soong),  who 
earned  international  reputation  for  financing  the  American  Mer¬ 
cenary  Group  —  the  "Flying  Tigers"  during  the  later  war  against 
Japan.

King  James  II  (Mary's  father  and  William's  unde)  had  fled 
the  country.  The  joint  monarchs  signed  the  English  Bill  of 
Rights  in  1689.  This  ended  many  centuries  of  tension 
between  the  monarchy  and  parliament  and  put  to  rest  the 
theory  that  Britain  would  become  a  Roman  Catholic  nation 
once  again.

*  William  of  Orange  was  married  to  Mary,  the  daughter  of  the  increasingly  unpopular  James  II  of  England.  In  1688  William  received  (from  Danby, 
Compton  and  five  important  members  of  the  British  nobility)  a  secret  invitation  to  travel  to  England  with  sufficient  force  to  oust  King  James.  With 
incredible  energy  and  ability  William  collected  an  army  of  Germans,  Dutch,  Swedes,  Swiss  and  French  Huguenots.  He  persuaded  the  Dutch  repub¬ 
lic  to  support  him,  and  landed  an  army  of  around  15,000  soldiers  at  Torbay  -  the  largest  and  most  disciplined  force  to  invade  England.  James’army 
was  larger  but  its  morale  was  patchy,  and  some  of  its  best  commanders  deserted. 


By  Christmas,  James  and  his  infant  son  had  fled  to  France,  and  William  and  Mary  were  provisionally  in  charge  of  government,  and  were  declared 
King  and  Queen  in  May  1689. 


Ruling  Britain  from  London  became  William  II's  priority,  but  by  late  January  1691  he  felt  secure  enough  to  return  to  his  country  of  origin  for  an 
eagerly  anticipated  visit  -celebrated  by  this  intricate  medal.
